WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs today received from 
Indian Agent Royer the foiluwing tel- 
egram, dated Pine Ridge Agency, 5. 
D., January 2: 

Nos, 2 .nd 3 day- school buildings and the 
Episeupal Church, loc sted at White Creek, 
a Shert distance trum the agency, 
have been burned by hostile In- 
dians. Isaac Miller, a white mam, and 
furmerly employed a8 beef herder, was 
kilied by hostile Indisns yesteruay, teo 
miles north of the agency. About 3000 wo- 
men and children afe camped near tne 
mouth of Grass Creek, fifteen miles north- 
enst of the agency. ‘They are bostile and 
refuse to come into the agency as requested 
They are committing all 
kinds of depredations and living off our 
sgency beef herd. Littie Wound, Big 
Koad, Ked Cloud and their peopie are 
among them, and it is reported that they 
want to come into the agency, but Two 
Strike, Short Bull, Kicking sear aud their 
peuple objvet, and say that they will kill 
the first one who starts to the agency. Ke- 
port hasit that Ked Cloud js desirous of 
coming to his home, 

Gen. Schofield this morning re- 
ceived the tollowing telegram from 
Gen. Miles, dated Pine Ridge, Jau- 
uary 2: 

There is arenort from the Indian camp 
that Red Cloud and Little Wound are de 
termined toc.mein with their folluwing. 
‘Their lives have been threstened by the 
hostiles, who are determined to go to war. 
There is also a feport from the same 
source of an eugagement between Indians 
apd cavairy, in which quite a number of 
soliiers were killed and some Indians. If 
this is correct it is pr bably on the live of 
White Kiver. Gen. Brooke now has com, 
mand of that live and will give the neces- 
sary direetions. 

Gen. Schofield said to a reporter 
after this telegram was given out that 
nothing additional bad been received 
up tothe presenttime. “I still or 
hope that we shall vet be able to 
the Indians into camp without a fie ri 
Tbe torces now in thé field under Gen. 
Miles number 8000 officers and men.”’ 

The forces now in the field are com- 
posed of the following regiments: 
The First, Sixth, Seventh (eight cuom- 
panies,) and Ninth Cavairy, one com-

Scouts who have returned from other 
hostile camps, however, bring any- 
thing but reassuring reports.

RECEPTION AT THE CITY HALL. 


A Banquet Tendered His Majasty and 
Sulte at the California Club 
Last Evening—Those Who 
Were Present. 


King Kalakaua, accompanied by his 
suite, arrived from the Raymond this morn- 
ing at 9:55 o’clock in his privatecar,; which 
was attached to the reguiar Pasadena train. 
His Majesty was met atthe depot by the 
Reception Committee, and when the gep- 
tlemen boarded tle car it was switched « if 
and taken to the Arcade Depot at the foot 
ef Fifth street.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 
SIOUX OUT BREAK. 


The truth about the cause of the In- 
dian troubies in the northwest is be- 
ginning to come out. | 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
in compliance with a request from the 
Secretary of the Interior, has laid be- 
fore that official amended estimates of 
the amounts required for the sub- 
sistence anc civilization of the Sioux 
for the fiscal year 1892, that will enable 
the Department to furnish the Indians 
with the rations “prescribed by the 
agreement of February 28, 1877.’’ The 
Commissioner states that the estimate 
for the subsistence of the Sioux, now 
before Congress, amounts to $902,000. 
This, he says, “should be increased to 
$1.100,000, in order to enable the officers 
to comply with the directions of the 
the President and supply the full rations 
stipulated to be furnished under the dgree-. 
ment referred to.”’ 

Now, what are we to understand 
from this? Simply that, during the 
past fourteén years—more or less— 
these [Indians have not been sup- 
plied with the full rations stipu- 
lated to be furnished under the 
agreement made with them by the 
United States, after the close of the 
campaign of 1876, and,-consequently, 
that the Indiaus have a cause for their 
discontent—that they have brooded 
for a dozen years or more over their 
wrongs before breaking out into hos- 
tilities. 

The commissioner also says that the 
item of $35,000 for subsistence aud civ- 
ilization of the Northern Cheyennes 
and Arapahoes should be increased to 
$50,000, so as to provide them with the 
same subsistence estimates as the sev- 
eral tribes of the Sioux. ltems aggre- 
gating $260,000 are also submitted for 
irrigating ditches and slaughter- 
houses, stated tobe necessary on In- 
dian reservations. 

Now, if these expenditures are nec- 
essury today, after the Indiaus have 
been driven to hostilities, they wete 
also necessary six months, or six years 
ago. Why were they not made? } 
As further proof that the Indians 
have cause for complaint, we may take 
the testimony of Father Craft, the 
Catholic priest, who was dangerously, 
if not fatally wounded, in the battle of 
Monday last. He says that, in the be- 
ginning, the Indians hoped for much 
from the Goverument to enable them 


-|to live like the whites. They were, 


however, abused, mocked and dis- 
couraged, Instead of being wards, 
they have felt that they were the vic- 


{tims of unscrupulous politicians, who 


benefited by their misery. He adds: 


I know what I say, for | bave shared their 
sufferings for wany years. lu their despair 
Gen. Crook brought them hope. ‘Iheir con- 
tidence iu him led them to believe that they 
would be able to redize their hopes. His 
death was their death-blow, and they felt 
it. The Indians are nut fools, but wen of 
keen inteliigence. - The reductivns in ra- 
ions increased their fears. Even the In- 
dian agents protested against the cruelty. 
Mr. Lee, who took the census made grave 
mistakes, counted less than the real num- 
bers and made faise reportsof prosperity 
that did not exist. Thus itcannot be won- 
defed at that they believed in the Messiabh, 
whom they at first doubted, and listened to 
every deceiver who promised ho 

Interested whites took advantage of this 
state of affairs and bowied for troops. The 
army protested against these false state- 
ments, but had to go to the scene of the 
supposed danger. The interested whites 
then persyaded them that their entire de- 
struction was aifmed at, and the Indians 
ran away in fear and despair. 


Thus, the present trouble is, accord- 
ing to Father Craft, directly attrib- 
utable to the starvation and misery of 
the Indians. Nor is this the opinion 
of a bumanitarian who views the 


3000 miles. Had it come from Boston 
we should have attached little weight 
to it; but & is from a man’*who has 
shared the lot of the Indians for many 
years, and who was stabbed almost to 
death while trying to prevent a fight. 
A further confirmation of this view 
of the case—if any is necessary— 
comes from Washington in theshape 
of an interview with a promingnt War 
Department official, who is represented 
by the Associated Press as saying: 


_ The fact is that the Indians never will be 
contented as long asthe Indian agencies 
are political appdintments. An Indian 
agent knows that he must wake his pile in 
four years and 600 pounds of beef weich 
only 400 poundsasa result. Then the In- 
dians go hungry and get restless and are 
easily led off by the fight-loving bucks. 


Here we have it, in a nutshell. It is 
the thieving political appointees, who 
have to ‘“‘make their pile in four 
years,’ that are responsible for most 
of the Indian outbreaks and conse- 
quent loss of life that have occurred 
during the past quarter of a century. 
Whenever an attempt bas been made 
to show up their nefarious doings, 
they have set up a howl and obtained 
the sympathy and assistance of the 
New England humanitarians. 

Let those Indians who are not 
granted land in severalty be placed 
entirely under the control of the army, 
and these outbreaks will become fewer

LET US IRRIGATE, 


Itis only ashort time since one of 
the leading arguments used by real- 
estate men of the Northern Citrus 
Beit, to induce immigraffts to avoid 
the counties “south of Kern,” - was 
that lands in the northern counties 
no irrigation.”’ 

We have not beard much of this sort 
of talk for several years past. 

On the contrary, the papers of the 
northern part of the State are begin- 
ning to find out that irrigation is just 
what they need to make them nearly 
as prosperous and attractive to settlers 
as the counties of Southern California, 
For many years, the Colusa Sun 
preached the doctrine, but it stood for 
a long time alone, like the voice of one 
calling in the (northern) wilderness. 
Now, several northern papers are taking 
up the cry, among others the Marysville 
Appeal, which, in a recent issue, calls 
attention to the results of irrigation, 
as displayed in Soutbern California. 
Alter showing that the Northern Cit- 
rus Belt bas a more plenteous rainfall 
than Southern California, the Appeal 
asks: 


What, then, accounts for the fact that the 
southern counties have made so much 
greater progress in horticulture than this 
region. Despite superior natural advan- 
tages, of which the nurthern couuties boast, 
the area planted to fruit in the sinugise 
county of Los Ange. es is greater than that 
devoted -to truit-gcowing in all the great 
Sacramento Val.ey north of the captal. 


The Appeal explains that the reason 
is that, because of the greater rainfall 
in the north, the farmers there 
given more attention to the raising of 
cereals and less to borticulture, and 
proceeds to lecture the northern bar- 
barians as follows: 


There are thany people in this valley who 
think what they call the “ample raivfali’”’ 
in this region is one of its chief attractions 
to home-seekers, It certainly is an advan- 
tage for the production of grain, 
which is, perhaps, ot sufficiently 
valuable to warrant he cust of 
irrigation. Yet by irrigation and ro-} 
tation with aifaifa and other crops the lands 
of the valiey cou.d unduubiediy bs made to 
produce large crops annually without the 
necessity of resortung to summer-fallowing, 
which isan autiquated practice that has 
been alinest entirely superseded in states 
and countries that have made mucl: progress 
in agricuiture. Under the present system 
of farming there is certainty bo more room 
inthis valley for more wheat-groweis, and 
the number tends to diwinish rather than 
to increasé, Owllig to (h6 fact that grain can 
be green at less cust on a large than a swall 
Scale. 


The boast of the “ample rainfall,” if it 
has any affect atall, tends todrive away 
from this valley home-seekers from the 
East, who are attracted to this State, prin- 
cipally because of its winter sunshine and 
warmth, ‘They prefer blue sky and irriga- 
tion to“ample rainfall.” ‘They come to 
grow fruits «nd other valuable products, 
and pearly all of -them are fully 
of the value of. irrigation before they come 
to California, ‘he leading agricuitural 
journ is of the East recognize the fact that 
reliance : n irrigation is better than reliance 
on rainfall, and there is little else than ig- 
mycapoo and prejudice to supportany denial 


From the foregoing considerations it is to 
be inferred that reliance on rainfall is the 
principal reason for the failure of the Sacra- 
mento Valley to make arapid growth, pro- 
portionate to that of Southern California 
and the Fresno region. While tlere is 
much land in this yilley that needs no irri- 
gation for the successful cultivation of de- 
ciduous fruits, in the cuiture of citrus f 3 
a water supply is indispensable, and only 
by the aid of irrigation can successful col- 
onies of fruit-growers and small farmers, 
such as those which have built up Southern 
California and the Fresno region, be estab=" 


ciently moist without irrigation. to insure 
success with deciduous fruits, a water sup- 
ply is necessary toenablea man of smail 
means to make aliving from the start by 
raising email fruits or garden truck, until 
his trees and vines become of bearing age. 
Tue Northern Citrus Belt has con- 


fessed its mistake. Toe southern 
couutiés have the advantage, because’ 


hear no more of the superiority of 
lands in the northern counties that 
“need no irrigation.”’ Lat us irrigate! 


SEMI-ANNUAL PAYMENT OF 
TAXES. 


A bill providing for the semi-annual 
payment of taxes. was introduced in 
the last session of the Logislature and 
defeated in the Senate by a tie vote. 
It will be re-introduced in the coming 
session by the Author, Senator Cran- 
dall. Thebillis in the form of an 
amendment to the Political Code and 
provides for the semi-annual payment 
of taxes on real- property, which, it is 


of the property-owners, leave in circu- 
lation about $10,000,000 more at tax- 
paying time than under the old sys- 
tem, and save to the taxpayers at 
least a quarter ofa million dollars of 
interest annually. 

The assessment of the State, as 
shown by the ficures in the offica of the 
State Board of Equalization, amounts 
to about $1.100,000,000. The average 
rate for 1890 was about $1.60 on the 
$100. Thus about $16,000,000° are col- 
lected for taxes each year and a large 
proportion of that amount is tied up 
formany months in the State and 
county troasuries. ‘bis does not ‘in- 
clude the taxes paid into city treas- 
uries for municipal purposes. The 
system is already inforce in Los An- 
geles city.

“When Gov. Waterman said some 
time ago that he believed that 209 in- 
nocent men were servifig time inthe 
State prisons there was considerable 
curiosity to know what surt of muterial 
he would select to adorn with his cer- 
tificate of character..The public in- 
terest on this point has now been sat- 
isfied. Under Mr. Waterman’s defini- 
tion of innocence there is no such 
thing as a criminal in America, and 
prisons are a wanton persecution ot a 
deserving class, | 

In commuting the sentence of James 
A. Cotton,the murderer of a man 
whose only offensé was the possession 
ofa wife, whom Cotton desired, the 
Governor has destroyed all distinctions 
between degreés of crime. The cruel, 
premedftated assassination of which 


Cotton was guilty had no element of 
pa-sion in it, and no provocation cf 
any kind. The crime combined all the 
features of treacherous baseness. 
It was crime na only 
against humanity and aguinst the 
State, but against that sanctity of the 
family upon which all society rests. It 
was not the mere murder of a stranger 
for money, although even that under 
our laws is punishable by death. Cot- 
ton lived in the home of his victim and 
ate of his bread. e first seduced bis 
employér’s wife, then plotted with her 
the murder of ber husband, and finally 
carried out the atrocious conspiracy 
by dying in wait and shooting the un- 
suspecting man in the back. Then the 
horrible puir completed their work by 
burying tue body aud making the 
woman’s children play over their 
father’s grave in order to obliterate the 
trac9s of the interment. 

This creature is ous of the two hun- 
dred innocent men whom Gov. Water- 
man thinks worthy of pardon. Doubt- 
less the Governor is consumed with 
regret at the thought that he missed 
the opportunity to pardon the woman, 
too, herliberty having been granted 
some yearsagounder the liberal ad- 
ministration of one of Mr. Boruck’s 
predecessors, Harry Dam.

Jan. 8.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Judge Richard Prender- 
gast, in his inaugural address touay as 
president of the Chicago Ship Canal 
trusteés, made some notablo utter- 
ances. After outlining the present 
status of the enterprise, and suggest- 
ing the immense waterpower that will 
be created at the western edge of the 
city, on the Desplaines river, making 
possible the construction there of per- 
baps the greatest mills on the Conti- 
nent, Judge Prendergast said: 

The gener | subject ef such a waterway as 
itis the policy ot the State of Lliinois to co- 
Operate in constructing, includes a brinch 
which in the peaceful and profitable days of 
commercial, industrial and  agricu.tural 
activities is not borne in mind by the wasses 
of the people, and yet which is important to 
all of them. 

The judge refers to the restriction 
of our naval force on the Great Lakes 
by the treaty with Great Britain, made 
when the territories tributary to them 
were a mighty wilderness. Now the 
lakes are bordered with regions of 
dense population, and great cities are 
all along the shores. The British 
Canadian authorities, at expendi- 
ture Of more than $200,000,000. have 
coustructed a series of waterways be- 
tween the lakes and the Atlantic 
sea-board of such dimensions that 
over one hundred and twenty-tive 
War vessels on the British 
naval listcan pass into the Great Lakes, 
and in addition, it has been the policy 
of that government to foster the con- 
struction of steel vessels for commer- 
cial purposes to navigate Canadian 
waters susceptible of use as armed 
cruisers in case of hostilitios, 

He mentions the system of armament 
on Vancouver Island, commanding 
Puget Sound, etc., and says that in ad- 
dition to all this as well as the 
British military and naval stations 
that circle our country in” other 
waters, we have upon the 
northern frontier a rich, strong and 
vigorous gountry, and people bound b 
many ties to England, presenting all 
along our borders a magnificent system 
of offensive and defensive utilities, and 
upd to this hour the Government of the 
United Siates has done substantially 
nothing to meet or cope with a hostile 
demonstration from this source. The 
judge continues: 

The Federal Goverument has surveyed 
Lake Peoria, which is but a widening of the 
lilinois River near the city~vf Pevria, and 
naval experts have pronounced it an ade- 
quate and available site for a Government 
station for the construction, manauvering 
and steering of terpedo cunbeats, Indeed 
most of the investigations and expenditures 
made by the Federal Governwentin the 
lilinois River have had relation to the sub- 
ject of ultimately perfecting accessibility 
trom the Mississippi River to Lake Michi- 

an. 

' But, of course, such a station would be an 
absurdity, in so far as it relates to the lakes, 
without a channel for the passage of vessels 
from it to the lakes, and there is no doubt 
that the construction of the main channel, 
aided by the logic of the s'tuation and of 
events, will compel the construction of the 
remainder of the waterway by the. Fedaral 
Government, with, among other things, the 
cunstruction of sueha naval station near 
the City of Peoria.

WILIEL THOMPSON’S FENCE. 


The Fair Oaks-avenue Obstruction 
Removed. 

The Wiliel Thompson fence, at the 
southern end of Fair Oaks avenue, is 
a thing of the past—that is for the pres- 
ent. In accordance with Councilmanic 
instructions, Marshal McLain and 
Street Superintendent Brown yesterday 
morning betook themseives to the spot 
and removed the said obstruction, 
mexiog the highway once more pass- 
a 8. 

Action in the matter was hastened 

by the sale of astrip of the land ten 
feet wide by Mr. Thompson to the Los 
Angeles Terminal Company to permit 
them to widen the cut. This necessi- 
tated moving the street-car tracks some 
twelve feet to-the west. In case the 
strip purchased by the railroud had 
been dug away, as seems to have been 
the intention, the street could no 
longer be used as a public highway. 
Recourse will doubtless be had to 
}the law. There is no dispute but that 
Mr. Thompson owned the land which 
nearly five years ago was upened up as 
a public thoroughfare. It has been so 
used ior, at jeast, four years, openly 
and continuously and without any ob- 
jection from Mr. Thompson, tv such 
an extent that the strip in question 
bas become the main line of travel, 
connecting Fair Oaks avenue and 
Columbia street. Itis stated that at 
one time the city made some improve- 
ments on the land in question, and at 
Mr. Thompson’s request. The ques- 
tion now is whether or not Mr. Thomp- 
son has the right to revoke his appar- 
ent dedication of the property to the 
public for a highway.

Frank Mandeville Attemptsto Mur-

‘Frank H. Mandeville terminated his 
Care: r iastevening and made a vigordéus 
endeavor to also close that of Mrs. Millie 
Shaw. Mandeville died by his own hand, 
not before he bai fired three shots from a 
44-caliber British bulldvg at the lady. 

This tragedy occurred in the third. story 
of the Robarts biock atthe northeast corner 
of Seventh and Main streets about 10 p.m. 

Mrs. Soaw is a dressmaker who bas rooms 
in the bu iding in the northeast corner of 
the third floor, She has a workroow and 
directly.across the hallway is roum 28, her 
vedrouwm. 

L, st evening she was engaged sewing in 
the workroom, She heard some one come 
up the stairs very softly and go ‘into room

‘The police station was telephoned 
aud iufermed of toe affair.

An Anticipated Pre-millen- 
‘arian Movement 


AGITATING ALL THE CHURCHES. 


Will Come Personally—Prophe- 
cies and Signs — Eminent 
Glergymen interested. 


cial Correspondence of Tae Times.) 
 Asthe last decade of the nineteenth 
century opens, an activity such as has 
not been witnessed since the days of 
the great Millerite excitement prevails 
among certain Christian denomina- 
tions all over thecivilized world. It is 
significant, too, that many of the 
greatest pulpiteers in Europe and 
America are in expectation of startling 
events at. the close of the century, 
which théy believe will mark the end 
of anepoch in the world’s spiritual 
history. While they do not share the 
views of the Second Adventists or the 
Millerites, who set the time of Christ’s 
second coming by charts and dates, 
they still believe that great changes, 


foreshadowed by prophecy, are close at 


hand. 

Even asI write, arrangements are 
under way for three great conferences 
of Pre-Millennialists in this country 
next summer on a scale broader than 
that of the prophetic conference in 
Chicago in. 1886, when. ministers of 
many denominations from the United 
States and Canada attended. This 
-new activity is largely the outcome of 
the recent Pre-Milennial gathering in 
Brooklyn, when twenty-six States 
were represented and a national or- 
ganization was effected with an en- 
rolled membership of over two hun- 
dred clergymen, inciuding men of such 
- prominence as Rev. Dr. A. J. Gordon 
of the Clarendon-street Baptist Church, 
Boston; Prof. J. M. Sifler of Crozér 
University, Philadelphia; Prof. Gil- 
more of Rochester University, Rev. A, 
C. Dixon of Brooklyn; Dr. Eih of Bal- 
timore, Rev. Dr. Stone of Hartford, 
Rev. Jotun L. Atwater of Chicago, Dr. 
J. D. Herr of Chicago, Rev. Dr. Me- 
Bride of Brooklyn, and many others 
equally well known for pulpit influ- 
ence progressive’ theology. 
The first of the coming  confer-

ences will assemble in July next, and 
will last ten days, being in the naturc 
of a summer school of prophecy, to 
which Christians of all denominations 
will be invited. There will b host 
of speakers, a large majority 6f them 
being Baptists, for it is to that ener- 

getic denomination that the credit for 
the new spiritual agitation rightly be- 
longs, although all are -now seriously 
engaging inthe work. A general con- 
ference wil: be held in Minneapolis in 
July. But these are both to be dwarfed 
by the great gathering in New York at 
a later date, when all! pre-millenialists, 
whether lresbyterlans, Episcopalians, 
Methodists or Baptists, will meet and 
form the strongest array of literal be- 
lievers in scriptural prophecy ever wit- 
nessed i: this country or iu Great 
Britian in modern times. : 

Yesterday I talked with Dr. Me- 
Bride, tbe chairman of the executive 
committee of the new movement, and 
with Evangelist George C. Needham, 
the secretary. It was in Dr. McBride’s 
Centennial Baptist Church in Brooklyn 
that the late conference was held, the 
influence of which is extending over 
the entire country. It is noticeable 
that, with few exceptions, ail the 
men foremost in the pre-millennial agi- 
tation are inthe prime@f life and the 
busiest sort of church-workers. 

“I have only Jately returned from 
the Northwest,” said Dr. McBride, 
“and the whole country there is full of 
it. Besides, all the leading evangelists 
are Pre-Millenarians, inciuding Mr. 
Moody. only remember a single 
exception among them, here or abroad. 
‘It’s astonishingly widespread, and re- 
minds me of the remark Beecber ence 
made to Moody on this very subject. 
‘Moody,’ said the great preacher, 
‘Moody, if I could see the comfhg of 
the Lord as you do, I would be réd-not, 
and would watch with aching eyes for 
the moment of Lis advent.’ Spurgeon, 
too, is one of us watching on the 
mountain tops, and it was only the 
other day that [ talked with Dr, Tal- 
mage aboutit. ‘Ab,’ said the Taber- 
macie preacher, as his whole face 
lighted up with enthusiasm, ‘I would 
give the whole world if it weuld bring 
it about tomorrow!’ ”’ 

“Qn what grounds do you base | 
belief in a Pre-Millennial advent?” I 
asked. | 

*‘On prophecy first, which we inter- 
pret literally. believe, as do we all, 
that the sigus of the times visible all 
around us are such as were indicated 
by the prophets, and thatone of the 
strongest evidences is the many strikes 
and labor troubles we ure having 
everywhere, pot in one country but all 
over the globe. These are the condi- 
tious which the apostie James foresaw, 
when he wrote: ‘Go to, now, ye rich 
men, weep and howl for your miseries 
that shall come upon you—ye have 
heaped treasure together for the last 
days. Behold the bire of the laborers, 

which is of you kept back by fraud, 

crieth, and the cries of them that have 
reaped are emered into the ears of the 

Lord of Sabuoth. Be patient, there- 

fore, brethren, unto the coming of the 

. Lord.’ There are other signs equally 
potent. Everywhere we see the ‘fall- 

ing away’ that we predicted of the 

church. One statistical writer, in 

Chicago, I believe, asserts that there 

are 300,000.000 mominal Christians 

thoroughly corrupt and worldly, while 

100,000,000 Protestant Christians are 

apathetic and sleeping, as if drugged 

by some fatal opiate. The probiem of 
the conversion of the heathen is more 
than ever perplexing, for while the 
total number of heathen souls con-

is estimated at 8,000,000, the heathen 
population has increased in the same 
period 200,000,000. Ifthese figures be 
true, they show that nuthing short of 
the personal presence of Christ will be 
able to convert*the whole world.” 

‘You take the ground, then, that the 
World is growing worse instead of 
better?”’

ciously to their calculations, despite 
the ridicule of the critical and un- 
believers. Oneof the leaders of the 
date-lixing Pre-Millenarians—a weil- 
known publisher and expert 
at prophetic com putations—huas shifted 
his advent calendar repeatedly. His 
latest date for the end of. the present 
epoch is April 11, 1901, In 1890 
according to his reckoning, and as ac- 
cepted by a very considerable follow- 
ing, Britain will be separated from 
Ireland and France will be enlarged to 
the Rhine; in 1891-92 Anti-Christ; in 
the guise of a descendant of the Napo- 
leons, will arise and make covenant 
with the Jews for seven years; in 1895 
Jewish sacrifices will be resumed in 
the Temple at Jerusalem; in 1897 will 
take place the ascension of 144,000 liv- 
ing Christians. Then, in 1898 will take 
place the final three anda half, years’ 
tribulation and universal persecution 
of Christians, ending in 1901 with the 
destruction of Anti-Christ and the 
wicked at Mount Olivet in the battle of 
Armageddon, after which Christ will 
appear.

SQUAW MEN, 


Gen. 0..0. Howard Explains 
Their Unhappiness. 


WHITES MARRIED TO INDIANS. 


Their Children Are Intelligent, But 
Bad — Some Interesting Life 
Stories of Men Who Have 
Indian Wives.

Governon’s IsLAND (N. Y.,) Nov. 
8, 1890.—An old friend of. the writer of 
this paper often remarks that the Bible 
history of the Children of Israel and 
their heathen neighbors always re- 
mind one of the present Indian cus- 
toms. Probably the converse is the 
more: exact statement, viz., that the 
customs of our Indian tribes and their 
rough neighbors often remind us of 
the ancient Israelites and their strange 
neighbors. 

in the tribe of Dan, Samson, tho son 
of Manoab, was born about the year 


- 4156 before Christ. He became a giant 


in strength, and a half-employed char- 
acter, seems to have been set apart for 
the punishment of the wicked Philis- 
tines, who were the uncomfortable 
neighbors of the Danites. 

On one occasion he went down to 
Tinnatb, saw a Vhilistine woman that 
delighted his eyes; so Samson said to 
his father: “Get her for me, for she 
pleaseth me well.’’ He married her, 
and the resultof uniting Hpbrew and 
heathen was a most unhappy life for 
both.’ By the threat of “barning her 
and ber father’s house with fire,’’ the 
enemies of Israel succeeded in making 
ber entice and betray her husband, 
and so there was through this treach- 
ery aterrific war brought on, The 
story is familiar to every child. 

A like tale, thoroughly true, repeats 
itself in the neighborhood of hundreds 
of our {ndrian tribes. On our fron- 
tiers, when we had frontiers, the white 


Indian women. Many of their de- 
scendants today are in the West, as 
they usually are in Texas, proud of 
their Indian blood. 

The first time the writer visited the 
Spokane he came with a military escort 
to the crossing of the Spokane river, 
many miles below the falls. It was 
the bridge you cross to go from Walia 
Walla to Fort Colville. Here were the 
beil-shaped tepees of the Indians 
pitched in irregular groups, perhaps 
twenty of them altogether. The skele- 
ton poles protruded beyond. the old 
canvas outsides, and the smoke in 
smmail pulls was gently ascending above 
them. “At the bridge was the white 
man who took the meager toll, living 
in a wretched apology of a house. The 
tepees_in cleanliness amd order were 
preferable. He had a poor, hopeless- 
looking squaw wife, and numerous lit- 
tle balt-breed children, who gazed curi- 


here and there upon approach. Soona 
white mab, alame minister, made his 
appearance, having come hither from 
a distant mission. Lle had been invited 
to ofliciate at a wedding. A white 
man, rather of the old “Georgia 
Cracker’’ order, poorly dressed in old 
gray clothing, perhaps thirty or thirty- 
five years of age, was the bridegroom. 
The bridé had come with her Indian 
parents. She was 16 or 17 years old, 
ad a healthful handsome countenance, 
but a very sulky, downcast look. We 
who looked on could but feel that some- 
bow she had been sold to this» man. 
The ceremony began by the singing of 
Christian airs, like the ‘“‘Old, Old 
Story,” in the Spokane language, first 
in the several tepees and then-at the 
at the toll-keeper’s house. 
he ceremony was very brief, it being 
that of the ordinary Presbyterian mar- 
riage. The two white men, the groom 
and the toll man, were Americans. In 
all that upper country were called 
‘“squaw men.’’ They will soon perfect 
themselves in the Indian tongue. The 
entire trive henceforth will look tothem 
for explanations of the conduct of 
other white men, and as soon as pos- 
sible make them and their wives their 
interpreters and their mediators. 
Again, referring to ancient Israel, 
we notice that acertain Levite married 
awoman of Bethlehem, Judah, and 
that, notwithstanding she was his wife 
and he himself named in the records 
distinctly as her husband, still our

bloodshed. Just as soon as this wild 
tribe is forced to take up land and have 
a rmanent reserve, our poor friend 
'will doubiless arrange, as so many 
others have done, to get 160 acres at 
least three times repeated, assigned to 
bis wife and himself, good house 
will arise in one cornet and near by a 
large barn. Oats and barley will grow 
upon a part of bis well-chosen acres, 
corn and bops upon. another part. 
Fences will come and orchards will be 
enclosed. Artesian wells, pressed by 


the neighboring ridges. into in- 
tense activity, will afford his 
family, water’ to* irrigate and 


plenty of water to drink for his house- 
bold and the animals which roam more 
at large with the common herd. This 
is a typeof the usual ‘‘squaw man”’ to be 
metin Arizona, New Mexico and with 
the Indians of the interior. In loving 
the Indian women well enough to ex- 
patriate themselves, they manage to 
attain unto the compensations. 

The writer does not like the cogno- 
men ‘‘squaw men;”’ for if we define the 
term as we have used it, to mean the 
husband of an Indian woman, it bas in 
our American history touched the high- 
est in the land, judges of phe United 
States courts, members of Congress, 
generals in the army, officers of the 
general staff, most prominent mer- 
chants and hundreds of citizens of the 
first standing in the community where 
they live. 

‘lwo things are usually asserted ard 
believed in common frontier society. 
One is that the man who marries a 
sguaw has degraded himself, and the 
other is that the issue of such marriage 
is bud; that is, that half-breeds are 
bright and shrewd enough but deficient 
in moral character. This can hardly 
be true as.a@ general statement. 
Nearly all of our interpreters for the 
Indians were at one time “squaw 
men’’ or half-breeds, and their moral 
character has not been of the. best re- 
pute. Yet they compare favorably 
with our owyg citizens.who have clus- 
tered around the many Indian reser- 
vations simply for greed. There is 
certainly no indigenous taint—noth- 
ing that education and true religion 
will not overcome, as it does in either 
white man or Indian, unmixed.

Heis to Have the Chairmanship of 
Committees on Public. 
Buildings and Grounds—~ 
Coombs for Speaker. 


Lieut.-Gov.-elect Reddick a 
much-sought-after man yesterday, says 
Friday’s Examiner. It was New 
Year’s day, but senators with an eye 
to important chairmanoships did busi- 
ness just the same. They pursued 
Mr. Reddick persistently and bored 
him with their claims and capabili- 
ties. The sub-Governor is a genial 
and diplomatic gentleman, with an 
immense capacity for such informa- 
tion, and listened patiently -to every- 
one. He only made up his miad on 
one important chairmanship, however. 

Senator Banks, who at one time was 
a bill-poster in the city, and two years 
ago defeated J. J. Sullivan for the sen- 
atorship inthe Twenty-first District, 
was selected to guide the destinies of 
the Committee on Putlic Buildings 
aud greunds. — - 

The lieutenant-coionel wanted Sena- 
tor Heacuck of Santa Barbara to ac- 
cept the chairmanshipof the Judiciary 
Committee, but that gentieman last 
night accomplished the unparaleled 
feat of declining that coveted position. 
If he persists in his declination no one 
can tell until Sunday, at least, who 
will get the place.

“Is there aby truth in the statement 
that the Republican Senatorial Caucus 
may decide to selectthe committees?”’ 

“On, I guess not,” was the reply, 
smilingly given. ‘‘l had a conferenge 
with the San Francisco senators yes- 
terday and they expressed themselves 
as being perfectly willing that I should 
select the gentlemen to go on the vari- 
ous committees. [ have never heard 
of any Senator outside of this city sug- 
gesting anysuch a thing.”’

Frank Coombs of Napa will be chosen 
Speaker of the House. Nestor A.

Mr. Young, 
however, wants to be Chairman of the 
Committee of Claims or some otLer 
important committee. Ilaving been a 
member of the lower branch for two 
terms be feels that his claims to recog- 
nition should have a precedence over 
other gentlemen just opening their 
Legislative career, 

A CAUCUS TODAY. 

H. C. Dibble is the only name prom- 
ineutly mentioned in connection 
the chairmanship of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House. He 
will also have charge of the Appor- 
tioument Bill prepared by the Repub- 
lican State Central Committec. 

Elwood Bruner of Sacramento will,

Jud Brusie, who, four years ago, 
hailed from Amador county, but now 
from Sacramento, is desirous of being 
made Chairmaa of the House Appor- 
tionment Committee. The fact of 
Bruner being made Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee émbarrasses his 
fight somewhat, 

Mr. Coombs fled to Napa several 
days ago to escape the importunities of 
ussemblymen, but is expected in the 
city today. If he comes, anda suffi- 
cient number of Republican assembly- 
men-elect appear, a caucos will be held 
at 8 v’clock p.m. to fix up the chair- 
mausbips.

PROPOSED LEGISLATION.

It will provide that tuxes shall be pay- 
able semi-annnally, A failure to pay 
will result in the imposition’ of a 
penalty, but no property can be sold 
unless the owner should fail to meet 
his taxes at the end of the year.
